organized labor In Janesville at the 
Apollo theater Sunday afternoon. 


The address by Dean J. F. Ryan, St. 


Patrick's church, was indicative of 
tho average views of the public. It 
was not radical. Rather, it went to 
the vital issues of the labor question 
and. 
at the same time, eulogized la- 


bor.Harley F. Nickerson. Milwaukee, la- 
bor -agent, spoke with the view of 
sounding the pleas and claims of the 
labor unions. At oniy a few points 
tho addresses varied in their purpose 
and message. 


Memorlnl to Luba-r. 


The memorial services held Sunday 


wore the first hold 
here for labor. 


Tribute was paid to the men who 
hav;<! used their lives to promote la- 
bor' and its aims—the great army of 
peace. There were 
more than 200 


present and .organized 
labor officers 


here stated that ,the memorial meet- 
ing would bo made an annual event.

Indications, the dis- 
patch said, point to a determined ef- 
fort to recover possession ,of Upper 
Silesia from the Poles.

powerless to. intervene. Apparently 
the Germans have regular army re- 
serves at their disposnl.

general1 interest. Those who look be- 
low the surface known that the things 
which governments accomplished dur- 
ing the war, .were accomplished at a 
staggering cost They know that the 
feverish seeming of prosperity was 
not genuine.- In this process the bur- 
dens ot" government were immensely 
increased and it is for us now to find 
means of lightening those burdens. 
"The present organization is so bad 


that the insistent application of a few 
established principles of

iness organization will result in—im- 
mediate economies. The present con- 
gress has already provided for a joint 
'committee on. the reorganization of 
the administrative branch of the gov- 
ernment.

ThiF situation., the. home-building promoters de- 


clare, is a.'mention to the nation -from two impor- 
tant aspects. ' First, it has n deleterious effect 
upon the public health. 
In New York a recent 


housing survey brought to light many instances 
where families oC 12 anrl 15,members were living 
crowded together in one.'and two rooms. 
The 


public health departments oC other cities report B. 
similar state of affairs. Nor is overcrowding con- 
fined to so-called slum districts;, it is also found to 
prevail among the middle classes. 


The scarcity of homes likewise breeds discon- 


tent, it is pointed out. and keeps a large part of 
the population restless ar.d roving whereas for the 
good of the nation it should be quietly' housed. 
The homeless citizen,'who drifts from one com- 
munity to another, is seen to be a possible source 
of social and political disorder. 
'

Just what the Government intends to do about 


it. however, still remains a mystery. It is k/iowr. 
to havo acquired vast reams oij Information' upon 
.the subject; to have been deep in the considera- 
tion of public health reports on housing condi- 
tions and financial reports concerning mortgages 


j and loans, as well as reports on'rent increases 
in various cities: but the nation still awaits a home 
run from Congress. 
Senators Calder, Edge and 


I Kcnyon'have made their important recommenda- 
tions, but as yet nothing has come of them. 


^Meantime various cities have attempted relief 


measures, A few have themselves gone into the 
home-building business for the benelit of the pub- 
lic,'while others have placed restrictive measures 
upon profiteering landlords. New York has made 
things as pleasant as possible i'or the home-build- 
ing public by exempting its property from taxes 
for tho next five years. 


But, for the most part, the would-be home own- 


er is left to solve his difficulties for himself. 
He 


can either tuiiid a house at 'the present high cost 
of building materials, knowning that eventually 
that price must come down; .or lie can pay an ex- 
orbitant rer.t for a house which he never will, and 
probably wouldn't want to, owr.. In one case, he 
buys stock that is certain to go down; in the 
other, he pays a large rate of interest on stock 
that belongs to someone else. Of the .two alter- 
natives biTiiding seems to offer the better returns. 


Take, i'or instance, a house which costs $5,545^ 


Including the price o£ the land. 
If rented, the 


owner would demand 15 per cent profit on his in- 
vestment, which would make the monthly, rental 
$S1.C-I. (In New York a house of this value would 
bring S100 a month.) .Now the homebuilder has 
only $1,260 invested in his property. He must pay 
interest on the mortgage In addition to the taxes, 
but altogether his entire carrying charges come 
to just ?33 ,1 month. In'buikling he saved nearly 
550 a month, which would haye gone to a land- 
lord had the house been occupied'on a rental 
'oasis.

One of tho greatest deterrents to home-building 


on a nation-wide scale, o:' course, is the inability 
of a large number of citizens to obtain tho neces- 
sary capital. They are perfectly willing to build 
homes, ior.g to do so, in fact, but they cannot 
even begin to pay for the lumber. To these eager 
but thwarted "Own-Your-Own Hon-.ers," perhaps 
tho building and loan association lends the neces- 
swcr, 
j 


To the pel-son who owns the land upon which 


he wishes to build, or who has saved enough to 
pay one-fourth or one-third on a piece of property, 
the building and loan association lends th cr.eces- 
sary capital, which the borrower pays off In reg- 
ular monthly payments. 


The would-be homo builder who lacks even the 


one-fourth or one-third property interest required, 
would do well to join one of these associations 
and begin the accumulation as a savings investor 
until .ho can obtain n. loan. 
A fair rato of in- 


terest is paid on savings accounts. 
. There aro S.OOO of these building arid loan as- 
sociations in the United States, which are doing a 
real service to the people as well asTnaking a great 
deal ot money. It is estimated that the mort- 
gages hold by them now aggregate In excess of 
52,500,000,000; their total membership is about 
S.OOO'.OOO persons, and 
approximately 
200,000 


home purchase loans, totaling 5500,000,000 were 
made by them last_ year. All of the associations 
are under the strict supervision'of the Banking 
Departments oC tho states and are regularly •ex- 
amined the same as other savings institutions. 
Philadelphia probably owes Its designation as the 
City of Homes to the great multiplicity of its sav- 
ings and loan associations, which are looked upon 
as the real hope of the Own-Your-Own-Home 
movement.

TOO SWEET 


There is r.o doubt that a great 
mir.y children sul'te- grave impair- 
in en ts at nutrition because their diet 
consists too largely of carbohydrates 
—starchy foods and sweets. This is 
the tendency toward which all the 
mollycoddled cakes, white bread, 
crackers and pastries and cookies 
lead. Dad and I certainly do not be- 
lieve that such a diet is advisable 
i'or any boy or child. 


An excess of starchy foods 
and 


sugar in the diet makes a child' or 
boy fat, perhaps, but flabby and 
anemic and too watery, that is, his 
tissues retain too much water. • He 
looks white or pale, tires quickly, 
and usually suffers more or less dis- 
comfort called dyspepsia or indiges- 
tion. 
Piecing predisposes to that con- 


dition, because the child with the 
piecing habit is exceedingly prone to 
prefer some article which la chiefly 
starch or sugar, such as 
cake 
or 


cookies or candy, instead o£ whole- 
pome .bread and butter spread with 
sugar
